<jiencral Ord Dead 


HA\AN\, Cuba, Special Telegram. July 2d.— 


Gen. E.'o. C. Ord, U.yS. A., who took passage 
on the steamer City of Washington at Vera Cruz 
for New York, and was taken with the yellow 
fever, compelling his removal to the shore while 
the vessel was* here, died last evening &t 7 
o'clock. 


General Ord was bcrn m Allegheny county, 


Maryland, in 1815, and entered the army from 
tne military acadernjjn July, 1839. 
He served 


through theiMeSican war and was brevsted for 
gallantry at the battle of Bnena Vista second 
lieutenant of the Third artillery. He was pro- 
moted to be a first lieutenant in 1841 and cap- 
tain in 1850. 
In November, 1861, he became 


major of the Fourth artillery, having previously 
accepted a commission as a brigadier g°neral of 
volunteers, in which service he was promoted to 
be major general the following year, and com- 
manded the Pennsylvania reserves through many 
a hard fight in 1866, participating in the capture 
of Lre. At the close, of the war he was made a full 
brigadie; general in the army, and in 1880 was 
placed on the retired list as major general by 
a special act of congress His record during the 
war was a brilliant one, and the service which he 
rendered was not suffered to pass without recog- 
nition. He was brevetted lieutenant colonel 
fur gallantry at Dramsville, Va., in 1861, one of 
the first battles of the war, and his bravery at 
the battles of Inks and the Hatchie in the Mis- 
sissippi campaign pained for him the brevets of 
colonel and brigadier general. He also teok 
part in the Wilderness campaign, and in the 
final struggle near Richmond, gaining the brevet 
of m&jor general for his part in the assault on 
Fort Harri'soB, Va. For several j ears before 
his retirement he was in command of the depart- 
ment of Texas, with headqnartezs at San Anto- 
nio, wherj he was able to preserve the most 
cordial relations with the Mexican authorities 
and to receive their co-operat on in the suppres- 
rtonof ^wlessnesaand the maintenance of peace

A Card to the Public. 


A great deal has appeared in the press regard- 


ing tjie telegraphers' strike, bnt very little from 
the operators'side of the case. That we h,»ve 
grievances cannot be denied. The cause which 
led to the strike may briefly be told. The broth- 
erhood claim that their organization is the xfesnlt 
of tyrannical and unjust treatment meted ont to 
tbemknring tbe past t^in years. 
Between 1870 


and 1874 two general reductions took place 
amounting to 25 per cent. From 1874 to 1877, 
local superintendents and managers vied with 
each other in economic suggestions. In 187&ihe 
executive committee, seeing the men submit to 
this process so tamely, became bolder, and an- 
nonnod the famous s iding scale, or general re- 
duction from 5 to 25 per cent, on all employes. 
Protests were sent from all point* bnt without 
avail. Ihe company's official journal contain- 
ing the order, published on the same page show- 
ing increased profit* In 1876 a secret circular 
issued from tbe executive department, instruct- 
ing all superintendents to fill all vacancies at 
$5 less per month. In 1880 the American Union 
and other competing companies coming into 
the field, compelled the WestarnJJifion to slight- 
ly advance salaries in order to retain the service 
of their best men. But immediately after the 
consolidation of th6se companies salaries began 
to decline. All the brotherhood now ask is a 
partial restoration of tbe standard salaries paid 
before the systematic squeezes were made. The

),000 the artesian well experiment at Bis- 


marck ha* been abandoned, ft will be remem- 
»er<td that work was begun on the well last fall. 
Sight inch pipe was sunk a depth of four hun- 
dred feet, when a shale rock, was (struck of only , 
a few inches thicknep butt sufficient to prevent 
tbe farther driving iof tbe pipe. A eix inch' 
x>re was then mad^/inf ide tbe eight inch pipe 
and eight hundred feet of that size pipe sffpki 
when anoth> r strata of rock prevented farther 
operations with that size pipe. Fonr inch pipe 
was then procured and the bore inside the six 
nch pipe continued until last night, when the 
company decided tf> abandon tbe idea of ob- 
taining water by boring. The experiment has 
demonstrated the fact that Burlcigh county has a 
deep Bubjoil.

HEN^T VILLARD. 


The Wide Awake President of the 


•North. Pacific Railroad. 


Biographical Sketch of the Man 


from Harper's Weekly. 


A Self-Hade Mau. 


The approaching completion of the North 
'aclfie railroad, which is to be opened for 
irough travel to Portland, Oregon and Puget 
Sound, early in September, gives special inter-' 
est to a portrait and biographical sketch of the 
^resident of the company under whose rnan- 
gement this important national highway has 
leen completed. 


Mr. Yillard was burn in Speyer, Germany, in 
835, the son of i» Bavarian judge, who in bis 
at ter years aa*f upon the supreme bench of that 
kingdom. He received a university education, 
nSat the age of 18 came toAmerica to make a 
career for himself, living" ibr a short time with 
datives in Belleville, ifi. He studied law, but 
oon turned to the mrtte congenial profession of 
oarnaligm. At first he i wrote for Germany8 


American papers, put he hnmd that they-Sffered 
nly a limited field, and he then set himself to 
work to master thi English language. This 
task, always difficult for foreigners, he achierej 
o well that in 1858 he obtained an engagement 
;6 report the Lincoln-Douglas political cam- 


n for a leading eastern -paper. His occu- 


pation was now fixed in tbe line-of bin taste? j 
,nd for nearly a score of yeWs he .was an indns- 
rious and successful journalist. In 1859* he 
went to Colorado to write about the new gold 
liseoveries for the Cincinnati Commercial. In 
860 he did political correspondence for1 the New 
York Herald, and af tar the close of the cam- 
paign spent the winter in Springfield as a cor- 
espondent in confidential relations'with Mr 
lincoln. Daring the reb-llion be saw bard and 
lazardous service in the field with both th<jy 
eastern and western armies as a representative, 
at different times, of the New .York Tribune, 
New York Herald, Chicago Tribune, Cincinnati 
Gazette, and other papers, winning a reputation 
as one of the most enterprising and reliable of 
the war correspondents. (After the close of the 
war he did newspaper work in this country and 
in Eur<S£e__por two years^from 1868 to 1870, 
le wasl secretary of the9 American Social Science 
Association. 
. 


While in Germany in 1874 events occurred 


which/brought him in connection with railway 
affairs. The German bondholders of certain 


|HArfnerican railroad companies, which had de- 
'anUed on their interests after the panic of 
1873, sent him to the United States as their 
representative ts> report on the condition of the 
Kansas Pacific and Oregon & California rail- 
roads. He returned to Europe, was again -sent 
;o America, and became president of the Oregon 
&,California railroad and the Oregon Steamship 
company in 1875, aud from 1876 to 187j?; he was 
receiver of the Kansas Pacific. 


, In 1879' Mr. Yillard organized the Oregon 
ESailway'& Navigation company, which Obtained 
control of the steamship and steamboat lines of 
Oregon andWashington territory,and atonce be- 
gan the construction of a system of railroads t'o 
occupy the valley of, the Columbia fiver and the 
rjjew Wheat and pasture country east of tbe.Cas- 
cade mountains. This enterprise was remarka- 
bly successful, and Mr. -. Villard conceived the 
masterly plan of joining the transportation lines 
tbns established to the trans-continental trunk 
roa'd of the North Pacific, nnder a common 
management, and making them its western ex- 
tensions and feeders. To carry out this plan, 


.B ,B ~h¥lorrrlearnr 1831, what was known in Wall 


street as the "blind pool." About ten millions 
of monay were placed in his hands by leading 
bankers .and other capitalists without his giving 
them definite information as to the use he meant 
to make* of it. Me gave thrm, at the time, only 
his personal receipt, without security. With 
EisTHoT^y. and with his own means, he quietly 
bought a controlling interest in North Pacific 
stock. In the fall of 1881 he was chosen presi- 
dent of the company. He had previously or- 
ganized the Oregon & Transcontinental compa- 
ny, to build branches for the North Pacific, and 
to hold-a large amount of the stock of both 
that company and the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation company, Mr. Villard has energetically 
pushed forward to completion his entire system 
of roads, and will have the satisfaction of driv- 
ing the last spike-of the North Pacific on the 
western^ slope of the Kocky mountains_ early in 
September.

The work on the North Pacific road progresses 


so rapidly that those in charge of the construc- 
tion are Umost ready to believe they are in 
hnling|dis|tance of each other from the eastern 
a id western ends of the line. The eastern end 
h as reached ia point fifteen miles west of Helena, 
Motana, at the point where the Mullan tunnel is 
feeing constructed, and the work of building a 
temporary line over the mountain or through 
the gap is already ia progress in order to meet 
the line from the west, which has already been 
extended twenty miles east of Mirsonla, leaving 
tut about ninety miles yet to ba built before 
tbe union is formed between the rails Jrom the 
two sides of the continent. !Phe" litre over the 
nonntein, which is to be nied until the tunnel 
ii completed, will havegradep on either side of 
sbont 210 feet to the mile, which will be snr- 
nonnted by the trains drawn by beavy engines 
constructed for this especial service. The tunnel 
vill be 3,600 fpet in length, and will run 
through the mountain at gjasle.

|rogress of ejyigir-Hctie'n now, and will he 
completed at an early clay. 


The ninety milea of road jet to be completed 


are nearly all graded, the cross-ties'having been 
cut and ari placed at convenient points, and 
three thousand men are at work lajing the 
track at the rate of two miles a day. As soon 
as the line across tne mountain is completed, 
the progress will be at the rate of three miles a 
day. The work on the mountain will occupy 
about ten days yet. 


Theroed is not being built and left for com- 


pletion in the future, but is said to be ballas ed 
as fast as the track is_ laid, and ready for the 
i onnmg of trains for either freight or passenger 
traffic. 
Seveial email bridges remain to be 


erected, but the material tor their construction 
is oft the ground, and they will be in place for 
the passage of trains by the lime the track is 
laid to them. 


At present the passenger set vice of the road 


is S'ich that solid trains are run from St. Paul to 
Helena, and frota Portland to Missonla, com- 
posed of baggage,! ordinary, dining and Pullman 
sleeping cars, and the Uine will be cxte_ndej as 
rapidly as it is complied, so as to shorten the 
present tinge route between the eastern and 
western ends. 


With the present progress of construction it is 


expected the line will be completed and ready 
to open by Sept. 1,

It 
holds a great part underlease from owners, 
railroad companies and others, and it owns com- 
paratively little real estate. How, then. Came 
about this $80,0.0,000 OR which a dividend is 
regularly declared? 
Last year an ingenious 


pamphlet was issued to demonstrate the ex- 
traordinary value of Western Union stock as an 
investment for country gentlemen. In this the 
prosperity of the company was set forth ai 
length, and there we find the following passage: 


The authorized capital of tile company then 


was $500,000,1 of vhich only about three fourths 
bad been issued. On August 19,1858, the first 
scrip dividend was declared, being S3 pnr cent 
on $369,700, the amount of the outstanding 
stock. On September 22, of the same year, after 
the amount of the authorized capital had been 
increased, a scrip dividend of 414 40-400 per 
cent on the capital stock of $485,700 was issued.
